BATTLE FIELDS 





HARLOW Council is preparing to mount a 
legal challenge against controversial plans to 
build 1,200 new homes on fields bordering 
Old Harlow. 

It is poised to act after developers behind pro¬ 
posals for the 62-hectare site off Gilden Way 
appealed to the Planning Inspectorate following 
the councirs failure to determine their applica¬ 
tion - originally submitted in February last year 
- within the statutory 16-week period. 

The move means the council has lost its 
authority to approve or reject the plans, with the 
ultimate decision now resting on the outcome of 
an external planning inquiry. 

But barring a revolt at last night’s development 
management committee meeting - which was 
held after the Star went to press - the council is 
set to fight the appeal on the grounds the submit¬ 
ted plans are “premature” in advance of an

impending Governmental review of local plan¬ 
ning blueprints 

Other arguments for objection put before 
members by council planning officers included 
the scheme’s potential to encroach onto Green 
Belt land, the applicants’ failure to demonstrate 
adequate educational and healthcare resources 
would be provided and concerns over the impact 
of increased traffic. 

Speaking ahead of last night’s meeting, com¬ 
mittee chairman Shona Johnson said the council 
was surprised the developers had lodged an 
appeal. 

“Officers were in negotiations with the appli¬ 
cant and were waiting for further information 


before the council could determine the applica¬ 
tion,” she said. “Therefore, the council is sur¬ 
prised that the applicants have appealed against 
its non-determination. 

“While the planning inquiry will now deter¬ 
mine the application, under planning law the 
council’s development management committee 
has to consider the application as part of its case 
for the appeal.” 

The proposals have already provoked a public 
outcry from residents living in Old Harlow and 
Churchgate Street. They argue that the develop¬ 
ment would cause traffic chaos, destroy an area 
of natural beauty, encroach on neighbouring sites 
of historical interest and put additional pressure 
on overstretched health facilities. 

A 3,557 name petition opposing the plans

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Head brands laptop thieves 'greedy and heartless' 



THE headteacher of a Harlow 
secondary school has descri¬ 
bed theft of computers from 
one of his classrooms as “a 
direct attack on our children’s 
futures”. 

Staff at Passmores Acad¬ 
emy, in Tracyes Road, dis- 
coverd the 30 Hewlett Packard 
laptop computers worth 
around £20,000 were missing 
last Tuesday morning. 

Police believe the thieves 
gained entry to the building by 
forcing open the windows in 
the classroom some time 
between 10pm the previous 
night and 6am. 

This week headteacher Vic 
Godd-ard, pictured left. 


appealed to the public for help 
to catch those responsible. 

“I am at a loss to under¬ 
stand how any group of people 
can feel so little for the future 
of our town and wider com¬ 
munity to do something so 
destructive to the education of 
our young people,” he said. 

“To attack a school in such 
a manner for greed is heart¬ 
less. I am appealing to our 
community to keep their ears 
to the ground for any signs of 
the laptops being moved on to 
other people. If you are in a 
pub and somebody offers you 
a cheap laptop please let us 
know.” 

Mr Goddard, whose appear¬ 


ance in the recent Channel 4 
documentary series Educating 
Essex won him widespread 
plaudits within the teaching 
profession, added: “I am ded¬ 
icated to providing our young 
people with a safe and secure 
environment but today I feel 
that I haven’t achieved this. 

“We work to improve the 
lives of our young people and 
to help make Harlow a place 
that we can all be proud of but 
I am embarrassed for the com¬ 
munity I serve. 

“Help us to find out who 
did this as this is a direct 
attack on our children’s fut¬ 
ures.” 

Investigating officer PC 


Laurence Turton, of Harlow 
police, said: “I am appealing 
for anyone who is offered a 
secondhand Hewlett Packard 
laptop for sale or knows where 
they might be sold on, to con¬ 
tact us. 

“We will be able to elimi¬ 
nate any genuine sales from 
our enquiries. Police are in 
possession of all the serial 
numbers for the computers. I 
would also like to remind peo¬ 
ple that handling stolen goods 
is a crime.”

Rapist drugged and 
then filmed victims

A SEX fiend found guilty of drugging, 
raping and sexually assaulting teenage 
girls is facing an indefinite jail sen¬ 
tence. 

Samuel Little (25), of Broadfields, Harlow, 
was charged with a total of 11 offences of 
making indecent images, rape, indecent 
assault, attempted rape, supplying drugs and 
supplying drugs with intent to commit an 
offence. 

He pleaded not guilty to all but was con¬ 
victed of two rapes, possession of indecent 
photos, indecent assault, supply of a controlled 
drug and supply of a drug with intent to com¬ 
mit an offence. 

During his trial at Chelmsford Crown Court 
the jury was told Little had filmed one of his 
victims while she was drugged and lying help¬ 
less on a bed and had then uploaded the film 
to the internet. 

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, said Little - 
nicknamed ‘Pervy Pedro’ - targeted a number 
of young girls for his own sexual gratification. 
He posed as a photographer and said he made 
pornographic films. 

“He plied victims with drink and drugs in 
order to render them compliant,” said Mr 
Jackson. “Some victims didn’t know they were 
being drugged until it was too late. Video 
footage recorded by him showed him supply¬ 
ing one with cannabis in order to sexually 
abuse her.” 

He said Little’s activities came to light in 
2010 after he showed video footage of one of 
the incidents to a friend who recognised the 
girl involved. 

After he was arrested police seized his lap¬ 
top computer on which they found a file show¬ 
ing the abuse. He had sent that video footage 
to other people via internet chatrooms. 

Little claimed any sexual contact with the 
girls was consensual and that he had not sup¬ 
plied drugs but had “shared” some. 

Judge Karen Walden-Smith adjourned sen¬ 
tence for reports to determine how dangerous 
he was, but she warned him: “This could mean 
an indeterminate sentence.” 

Speaking outside the court at the end of the 
trial, Detective Constable Nick Rhodes of 
Essex Police said the conviction was the cul¬ 
mination of a 24-month police investigation. 

“Samuel Little has, over almost a decade, 
preyed on the vulnerability of young females, 
befriending them whilst taking advantage to 
facilitate his crimes,” he said. 

“Aided by the supply of alcohol and drugs, 
he carried out a number of crimes on unsus¬ 
pecting, incapacitated victims. This conviction 
provides a foundation for all the females who 
were his victims to rebuild their lives follow¬ 
ing years on unrest.”

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Services shake-up 
to follow handover

FIVE of Harlow’s most popu¬ 
lar council-run services are set 
to undergo a radical overhaul 
after they are taken over by 
new operators. 

Plans to offload Pets’ Corner, 
Harlow Museum, Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve and the town’s arts 
and events services to the voluntary 
sector were unanimously approved by 
Harlow Council’s cabinet on Tuesday 
night. 

The move, which could potentially 
save the authority more than 
£400,000 over a three-year-period, 
must now to be ratified by the full 
council at next Thursday’s budget 
meeting for changes to start being 
implemented. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
said yesterday (Wednesday): “Cabi¬ 
net has referred the decision on the 
budget and discretionary services to 
next week’s full council. At this meet¬ 
ing councillors will be given the 
opportunity to debate the proposals. 

“Despite the financial pressures 
the council faces, these proposals 
really put residents first with a zero 
per cent increase in council tax for the 
third year running and plans to keep 
popular discretionary services going 
by transferring the management of 
five of them to new providers.” 

Harlow Museum will undergo the 
biggest transformation when it is 
taken over by the Science Alive 


organisation from April. Plans for a 
combined science and heritage exhi¬ 
bition to be installed at the group’s 
Leisurezone headquarters will mean 
visitors to the museum service will be 
charged for the first time. 

The entrance fee, likely to be 
around £4 per child and £5 per adult, 
will include access to all of the 
group’s usual exhibitions as well as to 
collections rotated from archive stor¬ 
age at the museum’s current Mark 
Hall premises. 

A system to enable access to muse¬ 
um exhibits not on display for conser-

vation and academic research purpos¬ 
es is under discussion. 

New operators for the other four 
services have each pledged to keep 
them running in a similar way to the 
present but with several improve¬ 
ments. These include catering facili¬ 
ties at Parndon Wood Nature Reserve, 
the re-introduction of the Town Show 
and an increased educational link at 
Pets’ Corner. 

But while Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon applauded the decision to 


transfer discretionary services, his 
Labour opponent Suzy Stride warned 
the move could put their long-term 
future in jeopardy. 

Mr Halfon said: “I welcome these 
proposals because essentially they 
mean that popular services like Pets’ 
Comer will continue running in the 
community for the community on a 
not-for-profit basis. 

“It is savings made from tough 
decisions like these which mean 
council tax can be frozen in Harlow 
for a third year running. At a time 
when people are facing increasing 
economic strain everything must be 
done to try and keep that council tax 
frozen to make things easier.” 

He added: “I think given the 
extreme current economic pressures 
currently being faced by Harlow 
Council that to have ensured impor¬ 
tant services remain in community 
hands as well as being able to freeze 
tax again is extraordinary.” 

But Ms Stride told the Star: “It is 
wrong that Harlow Council is making 
decisions about the future of services 
without properly consulting local 
people. I know how special Pets’ 
Corner, Harlow Museum, the 
Gibberd Gallery and Parndon Wood 
are to local people and they should 
have a say in what happens to them. 

“We need answers from the council 
on the long-term future of these much 
loved attractions, and we need reas¬ 
surances that they will still be free for 
people to visit and that no one will be 
left without a job as a result of this 
outsourcing.” 


MP fights to save solar panel scheme 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has called for the introduc¬ 
tion of a community tariff to revive the town’s recently 
scrapped solar panel scheme. 

Around 1,200 council properties across Harlow were 
due to have new photovaltic panels installed by Kier 
Harlow free of charge to reduce the town’s carbon footprint 
and cut household energy bills by up to £190 a year. 

However, the council-backed project had to be shelved 
after the Government announced it was cutting payments 
from its Feed in Tariff scheme used to finance the initiative. 

Speaking during an energy questions session at the 
House of Commons, Mr Halfon asked Energy Secretary 


Chris Huhne whether anything could be done to introduce 
a specialised tariff that would allow projects such as the 
Kier Harlow initiative to go ahead. 

Mr Halfon said: “There are hundreds of Harlow resi¬ 
dents in social housing who were promised solar power 
panels but the new rate is too low for the scheme to be 
viable.” 

In his response, Mr Huhne said there had been a “col¬ 
lapse” in the cost of soplar panels which no longer made 
such schemes economically viable. He added separate sup¬ 
port to community schemes was not possible because of 
legislation passed by the previous government.

and 739 letters of objection have been sent to 
the council, with hundreds of protestors tak¬ 
ing to the streets last summer to campaign 
against the development. 

Harlow Civic society chairman Stan 
Newens, who has helped co-ordinate public 
protests against the scheme, said local resi¬ 
dents were prepared to fight “tooth and nail” 
to quash the proposals. 

“I’m encouraged by the fact it now seems 
likely we’ll have Harlow Council on our side 
in fighting this unsustainable development,” 
he said. 

“What we are trying to do has nothing to 
do with NIMBYism. It’s about protecting 
important historical sites, saving an area of 
natural beauty from being bulldozed and 
preventing even more strain on our congest¬ 
ed road network and overstretched health 
facilities. 

“We’re not opposed to new homes being 
built in Harlow but this is clearly the wrong 
site.” 

The spokesman for the development con¬ 
sortium of Persimmon, Taylor Wimpey and 
Barratt was unavailable for comment as the 
Star went to press yesterday.

“I was very young at the time but 
apparently my mum had to dig me out from 
under the rubble,” she said. “We were very 
lucky and certainly had a lot to celebrate by 
the end of the war.” 


Unfortunately not everyone was able to 
take part in the end of war celebrations. 
Many -like Sheila’s father David - were 
still to return home. 

“Our father was a prisoner of war in 
Austria,” she said. “He had to spend some 
time in hospital at the end so wasn’t home 
when we had the celebrations. He made a 
full recovery, though.” 

Sheila added: “I remember it was a really 
nice, sunny day when we had the party and 
there were activities like apple bobbing and 
donkey rides. Everyone came together and 
had a lot of fun.”

AN action group campaigning 
against the construction of a 
waste transfer plant less than 
250 yards from a Harlow pri¬ 
mary school is calling on Essex 
County Council to consider 
alternative sites for the develop¬ 
ment. 

Despite proposals for the contro¬ 
versial new waste station on the 
Templefields industrial estate in West 
Road being passed by ECC’s develop¬ 
ment and regulation committee last 
year, more than 150 residents, local 
business owners and representatives 
of Tany’s Dell Primary School have 
continued their campaign against the 
project. 

Supporters of the group, which has 
concerns over increased traffic, noise, 
pollution and vermin, want the coun¬ 
ty council to look at what they feel is 
a far more appropriate location for a 
waste station. 

“We accept that a new waste trans¬ 
fer station is coming to Harlow but 
still do not accept that it is being put 
in the right location or that possible 
alternatives have been properly expl¬ 
ored,” said group leader Michael 
Hustwitt, who fears his business will 
be affected if the development goes 
ahead. 

“We have done our research and 
found a site for sale in River Way that 
is not only more than big enough to 
accommodate the station but also 
already contains two other waste 
plants so it already has a system in 
place that works. 

“It quite obviously makes better 
sense to put the new waste site there. 
Even the county councillors agreed 
when we spoke to them last year, but 
of course we know it all comes down 
to money because they have already 
invested in the other site. 

“However, we still feel there is a 
chance and are determined to keep 
fighting right up until that first brick 
is laid.” 



Hundreds caught 
in crackdown on 
TV licence cheats 

HUNDREDS of people in Harlow 
were caught watching television with¬ 
out a licence last year, according to 
new figures published this week. 

A total of 690 licence dodgers were 
caught by the authorities after failing 
to pay the £145.50 fee. Those found to 
be cheating the system face prosecu¬ 
tion and fines of up to £1,000. 

Pauline Gillingham, TV Licensing 
spokesperson for the south east, said 
“TV viewing is as popular as ever, and 
it’s our role to make sure everyone is 
aware of when they need to be covered 
by a licence. 

“On behalf of licence fee-payers in 
Harlow we are committed to tackling 
evasion and enforcing the law amongst 
the small minority who should pay but 
don’t. It’s only fair. 

“People are given every opportunity 
to pay but if they fail to do so and 
watch TV illegally we will seek a pros¬ 
ecution. It’s really not worth the risk.”

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
has been supporting the action 
group’s campaign, said it was frustrat¬ 
ing the county council seemed 
unwilling to contemplate other loca¬ 
tions. 

“I am strongly of the view that this 
waste station should not be dumped 
on Harlow in this place,” he said. 
“Residents feel that there has not 
been proper consultation or consider¬ 
ation of alternate sites. 

“I think Essex County Council 
needs to go back to the drawing board 
and start again.” 

But county councillor Kevin 
Bentley, cabinet member for econom¬ 
ic development and waste, said: “I 
can confirm Essex County Council 


will be progressing with the develop¬ 
ment of the Harlow waste transfer sta¬ 
tion at the West Road location in 
Harlow where planning permission 
has already been secured. 

“We did investigate two alternative 
options brought to our attention as 
was promised at the public meeting 
back in November but the site at West 
Road remains the most appropriate 
and the only practical option to cover 
the required waste transfer needs in 
the area. 

“The former Harlow Park Nursery 
site was unsuitable because it is 
Green Belt land. The old Harlow 
Cemex site in River Way was unsuit¬ 
able because the land was insufficient 
for the council’s needs.”

RESIDENTS joined church 
leaders and local digni¬ 
taries at a Holocaust Mem¬ 
orial Day service in 
Harlow on Friday. 

Harlow MP Rob Halfon and 
council chairman Mike 
Garnett were among more 
than 70 people who gathered 
to pay tribute at the Holocaust 
Memorial Garden in Water- 
house Moor. 

Rabbi Irit Schillor spoke 
of the importance of reme¬ 
mbering victims of all geno¬ 
cides as well as those who 
lost their lives at the hands 
of the Nazis during the 
Second World War.

Cllr Garnett said he was pleased the 
authority had been able to replace the 
memorial plaque in time for the dedication 
ceremony. 

“Those people who plundered the origi¬ 
nal plaque clearly cared only for a quick 
profit and neither knew nor cared about the 
Holocaust,” he said. 

“What Friday’s event showed is that 
Harlow’s community is a strong one. We 
joined our Jewish friends along with coun¬ 
cillors and the town’s MP to dedicate the 
new stone in what is a very tranquil spot 
and one I would urge people to visit.” 


Pupils moved by story of man 
who survived Nazi genocide 



STUDENTS at Burnt Mill 
Academy were stunned 
into silence when a 
Holocaust survivor gave 
them a frank insight into 
the horrors of life under 
the Nazi regime. 

As part of the academy’s 
commemorations for 
Holocaust Memorial Day, 
Kindertransport survivor 
Hermann Hirschberger 
told pupils about the terror 
of growing up as a young 
Jewish boy in Nazi 
Germany. 

Although Mr Hirschberger 


was one of the 10,000 
children who escaped to 
England in 1939 on a 
Kindertransport rescue 
mission, he later 
discovered both his 
parents had died in 
Auschwitz. 

History teacher Lee 
Bradbury said the session 
was an important way of 
making students 
understand the problem of 
racially-motivated 
violence. 

“It is the second year a 
Holocaust survivor has 


come in to talk to our 
students and it again had 
them all sitting in stunned 
silence,” he said. 

“With anti-Semitism on 
the rise, I believe it’s one 
of the most important 
elements of the history 
curriculum and a good 
way to get the students to 
understand how important 
this issue is.”

Crash driver died 
of natural causes 

AN investigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of a driver follow¬ 
ing a road traffic accident has concluded 
he died from natural causes. 

The white Ford Escort van struck a 
lamppost in Edinburgh Way at about 
9am on Sunday, January 22. 

The driver was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but died shortly after 
being admitted. 

After the accident police issued an 
appeal for witnesses to the collision but 
have now closed the case after a post 
mortem examination showed that he had 
died after falling ill at the wheel and not 
as a result of any injuries sustained in the 
crash. 


The operation - dubbed Surround 
A Town - was part of the Essex 
Casualty Reduction Board’s ‘No 
Excuse’ campaign and was backed by 
Essex Fire & Rescue Service, Essex 
County Council, trading standards, 
HM Revenue and Customs and 
British Transport Police. 

County councillor Tracey 
Chapman, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation and chairman 
of the ECRB, said the campaign was 
an effective way of reducing the num¬ 
ber of people killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s road network. 

“Our second event as part of the 
‘No Excuse’ campaign was just as 
successful as the launch in 
Chelmsford,” she said. “In fact, more 
people were stopped for using their 
mobile phones and not wearing seat- 
belts. 

“We’re reminding people that part¬ 
ners in the Essex Casualty Reduction 
Board can be anywhere and at any 
time and we will continue to target 
driving offences such as the use of 
mobile phones, seatbelts and speed¬ 
ing..” 


Bank boss presents

A BUSINESS manager has presented £775 to a 
school for youngsters with special needs after 
completing a 10-mile charity walk. 

Khaled Khan, who works at the Harlow town centre 
branch of the NatWest, joined 17 other managers 
from across the region to take part in the half-day 
trek across Luton last summer in aid of Harlow 
Fields School and College, in Tendring Road.

51 motorists 
caught using 
their mobiles

MORE than 250 motorists were 
stopped by police as part of an 
ongoing crackdown on driving 
offences.

Labour in denial over

unsustainable rate of immigration.

He is promoting 
apprenticeships that will equip our young with the right tools 
and connect them with employers desperate for skilled workers, 
and is working to cut immigration. I know who has my trust.

Too little money invested 
in new council housing

M ONDAY was, I read in several papers, the 
happiest of the year so far. This is 
because most people have received their first 
pay cheque of 2012 and we are all starting to 
book our summer holidays. 

I don't know if you experienced a sudden 
rush of joy on Monday - I suspect for most 
people, January pay packets are mopping up 
December's costs - but here at the Civic 
Centre there is at least one bill we can keep 
a lid on: council tax. 

As the Star reported last week, we are 
keeping to a zero per cent council tax rise 
despite having to find an extra £1.8m in 
savings. We've done that through cutting 
bureaucratic costs and making the council 
more efficient - for example, moving staff 
out of leasing buildings into office space we 
already own. 

The public rightfully expects us to be as 
efficient as possible. In a climate where it 
hurts people to fill their car at the petrol 
station, councils need a pretty compelling 
argument to convince voters why council tax 
should be increased. 

One key way we are balancing the books is 
by transferring at least five of our popular 
services - the museum, Pets' Corner, 

Parndon Wood Nature Reserve, the arts 
service and our events venues - to new 
providers. 

The council is holding a public meeting next 
Friday [February 70] to update local people 
on what's happening with this process. We 
are working with voluntary and charitable 
organisations to keep these services running 
so this really is a case of council and 
community coming up with a solution. 

T ALKING of community, it was great to see 
the new Holocaust memorial stone 
unveiled at the study centre on Friday. You'll 
recall the original bronze version was stolen 
in December. 

Thieves and vandals may not care about 
Harlow but replacing the stolen plaque and 
gathering together for a dedication event for 
its replacement sends the clear signal that 
we won't allow their selfish actions to deface 
our town.

Political rivals 
at odds over 
young jobless

A WAR of words has broken out 
between Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
and his Labour opponent Suzy 
Stride after the pair clashed over the 
town’s youth unemployment figures. 

The pair traded verbal blows after the 
Office For National Statistics published fig¬ 
ures for 2011 showing the number of long¬ 
term Jobseeker’s Allowance claimants aged 
16-24 had more than tripled (up to 175 from 
50) over the course of last year. 

They also highlight a slight drop (715 to 
695) in the overall number of young JSA 
claimants from November to December - 
hailed by Mr Halfon as a step in the right 
direction but dismissed by Ms Stride as a 
possible reflection of the increasing number 
of temporary jobs over the Christmas peri¬ 
od. 

Ms Stride, who helps out-of-work young¬ 
sters find employment as part of her job 
with East London charity City Gateway, 
accused Mr Halfon of “astonishing compla¬ 
cency” over what she described as an alarm¬ 
ing rise in long-term claimants. 

“These figures will only confirm what 
families in Harlow already know, that we are 
facing an unemployment emergency,” she 
told the Star. “Six people are now chasing 
every job in Harlow and long-term youth 
unemployment is up a staggering 250 per 
cent since the start of the year. 

“As every month passes it is getting clear-

er and clearer the Government’s welfare-to- 
work programmes are simply failing the 
young people here in Harlow. 

“Complacent and out-of-touch ministers 
need to wake up to the jobs crisis they’re 
responsible for and take urgent action now.” 

But Mr Halfon said the overall drop in the 
number of claimants suggested the 
Government’s drive to increase the number 
of apprenticeships nationwide was having a 
positive impact. 

“These figures are to be welcomed and I 
hope to see a further fall in the months 
ahead,” he said. “In 2012 my number one 
priority is going to be the economy and 
bringing jobs back to Harlow, especially for 
our young people. 

“Thanks to a Conservative-led govern¬ 
ment, in Harlow alone the number of 
apprentices has rocketed by 73 per cent from 
450 in 2009-10 to a figure of 780 for 2010- 
11 . 

“This is fantastic news and clearly shows 
that businesses not just locally but across the 
country are seeing the benefits there are in 
having apprentices in their workplaces.” 


New rail firm promises high standards 


TRAIN operator National 
Express East Anglia will 
bow out of the Star patch 
on an all-time low, accord¬ 
ing to a damning passenger 
survey. 

Independent watchdog 
Passenger Focus said the 
firm, which is surrendering 
the franchise to Dutch tran¬ 
sport giant Abellio on 
Saturday, had the lowest 
number of contented cus¬ 
tomers in Britain last year. 

In its annual autumn 


report for 2011 - the results 
of which were released last 
week - NXEA ranked bot¬ 
tom of the league for overall 
satisfaction at 77 per cent. 

By contrast, highest per¬ 
former Grand Central - an 
Arriva-owned operator in 
north-east England - boast¬ 
ed a satisfaction rate of 95 
per cent. 

The overall national 
average for regional opera¬ 
tors was 86 per cent. 

According to the Pass¬ 


enger Focus report, 47 per 
cent of passengers felt 
NXEA’s fares were poor 
value for money - a higher 
result than the vast majority 
of rival operators who 
scored 30 per cent or below. 
Just 10 per cent felt the 
same way about Grand 
Central. 

But Abellio, which will 
run the service under the 
banner Abellio Greater 
Anglia, has vowed things 
will get better. 


Among the improve¬ 
ments promised by Abellio 
are station refurbishments, 
new mobile e-ticketing sys¬ 
tems and more staff on plat¬ 
forms.

PEOPLE living in the north of Britain have 
been enjoying a free light show in the sky. 

You may have seen television reports of the 
Northern Lights - or to give them their real 
name the Aurora Borealis - which have turned 
the night sky into a colourful display. 

The Northern Lights have been caused by a 
solar storm during which high-energy particles 
were released after a solar flare erupted from 
the Sun. 


These particles, which are not dangerous, have 
been colliding with the Earth's magnetic field 
at the North and South poles - and the result 
is a natural light show. 

Photographer Reed Ingram Weir, who took a 
series of photographs of the Northern Lights in 
Northumberland, said the display was "unreal." 
"It is very difficult to predict when the lights 
are going to be visible," he said. "We saw the 
lights in the far distance, whereas in Norway or 


Iceland they would be above your head. 

"People were dancing around under the lights. 
They were visible from about 6pm but they 
peaked at around 10.30pm before they died out 
at midnight." 

Although the particles are nothing to be afraid 
of, a solar storm can cause communication 
problems for aircraft travelling near the poles 
and astronauts on the International Space 
Station.

EVER wondered where The 
Rolling Stones first met, what 
prompted Cliff Richard to change 
his name or why blues legend 
‘Champion’ Jack Dupree moved 
to a sleepy Yorkshire village? 

Or perhaps you’ve always wanted to 
take a stroll across Paul Simon’s Bridge 
Over Troubled Water or pay your 
respects at the final resting place of 
Eleanor Rigby but don’t know where 
to find either. 

Whatever that gap in your musical 
knowledge may be, chances are you’ll 
find the answer in a fascinating new 
book compiled by Harlow author and 
music aficionado David Roberts. 

Rock Atlas has been a five-year labour 
of love for the former managing editor 
of the Guinness Book Of Hit Singles. In 
it he tells the stories behind almost 700 
rock ’n’ roll landmarks and chronicles 
Britain and Ireland’s pivotal roles in the 
development of popular music over 
the past 60 years. 

“I heard so many amazing stories and 
picked up so much information during 
my time editing the Guiness books,” 
said David, who lives at Church 
Langley. “1 thought that unless 
someone sat down and documented 
these nuggets of musical history we 
might lose them forever. 

“After interviewing roadies, fans and 
even the odd rock star as well as 
visiting the small venues that gave birth 
to legends and trying to find out more 
about the locations featured on some 
of my favourite album covers, I soon 
realised the scale of the task I had 
taken on. 


“There was no way I could do it all 
myself, so before long I had a whole 
army of music-lovers across Britain 
and Ireland sending me photos and 
details of their local landmarks. It’s 
amazing how passionate people are 
about music.” 

Harlow is featured twice in the book, 
with one entry on the legendary 
concerts held at the Bandstand in 
Harlow Town Park and the other 
focusing on the striking Our Lady Of 
Fatima Church in Howard Way, which 
featured on the front cover of 


Chemical Brothers album Brothers 
Gonna Work It Out. 

“There are so many of these 
fascinating stories we could have 
probably gone on forever,” David 
added. “It was only when my 
publisher turned round to me and said 
we should probably get the book out 
that we stopped. I’m already working 
on a follow-up!”

Exploring a dark side 
of "superhero' powers

AS weakling Peter Parker 
discovered to his cost before his 
transformation into web-spinning 
superhero Spider-Man, with great 
power comes great responsibility. 
Three high school students learn a 
similarly harsh lesson in Josh Trank’s 
low-budget sci-fi thriller which 
imagines the catastrophic 
consequences for the friends when 
they are suddenly gifted incredible 
mental and physical skills. 

Andrew Detmer (Dane DeHaan) is 
powerless to help his bedridden 
mother Karen (Bo Petersen) fight the 
terminal illness that has stripped 
away her dignity. He suffers in 
silence, weathering the beatings from 


his alcoholic father Richard (Michael 
Kelly) and persistent bullying at 
school. 

The film opens through the lens of 
an old-fashioned video camera 
Andrew has just purchased to record 
each waking minute in the hope this 
might protect him from his old man’s 
fists. 

“I’m filming everything from here on 
in,” he shouts to his father through 
his locked bedroom door, 
establishing the film’s stylistic conceit 
of recounting events from the 
perspective of the different devices 
that track the characters’ movements. 
Andrew’s cousin and only friend Matt 
(Alex Russell) wearily tolerates the 
omnipresent camera but is quick to 
shoo away Andrew when he is trying 
to impress old flame Casey (Ashley 
Hinshaw), who has a penchant for 


video blogging. 

Late one night, Andrew, Matt and 
high school golden boy Steve 
(Michael B Jordan) discover a 
strange artefact in a crater. Soon after 
they are blessed with powers of 
flight, telekinesis and invulnerability. 
At first they employ the new-found 
abilities for laddish amusement - 
building a Lego tower using mind 
control or effortlessly walking a 
tightrope at a school talent show. 
However, once Andrew’s deep- 
seated rage takes control of his 
powers, it’s only a matter of time 
before the darkness completely 
envelops him. 

Chronicle is a sprightly tale of 
corruption and redemption that 
curries sympathy for Andrew despite 
his heinous crimes in the latter stages 
of the film. 


Performances from the largely 
unknown cast are uniformly strong, 
led by DeHaan as the dutiful son 
who is sick and tired of being used 
as a punch bag. 

Max Landis’s script wrong-foots us 
on several occasions, not least when 
a pivotal character is despatched 
early into proceedings. 

Visual effects are largely polished 
although some do not meld 
seamlessly with the live action. 
Alternating between different 
cameras owned by the characters 
occasionally feels contrived but the 
conceit works well for the final 
showdown when director Trank cuts 
quickly between Andrew’s video 
camera, mobile phones, CCTV and 
police helicopter surveillance.

The keys to selling any property are price, 
location and exposure. You can t change 
the location of your property, and the 
market determines the price. However, your 
agent can make significant inroads into 
how powerfully your property is exposed to 
the market.

T HE word ‘epic’ is probably 
over-used these days. Most 
of the time the context in 
which it’s used lacks the gravitas 
that it deserves. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 
AMG, though, and you 
remember what the word is there 
for. 

For a start it’s just about five 
metres long and, fitted with 
AMG wheels and body styling, 
it’s a beast. Yes, the saloon boot 
is huge and, yes, it’s a practical 
and safe Mercedes, but there are 
more than a few exterior touches 
that really get the juices flowing. 
The AMG division has always 
prided itself on making its cars 
sound incredible. The 6.2-litre 
naturally-aspirated V8 engine, 
one of the best-sounding engines 
ever made and still available in 
the C63 AMG and SLS AMG, has 
been replaced by a 5.5-litre twin- 
turbocharged unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of 
emissions and fuel economy, both 
of which have been improved a 
lot by the switch, but the bottom 
line when you tick the option box 
marked AMG Performance 
Package is that power stands at 
550bhp - enough to give the CLS 
monumental shove. 

The noise is equally amazing. 
Inside the car the occupants 
hear a muted V8 rumble. But 
anyone outside it - especially 


behind it - is treated to a 
thunderously loud, effortlessly 
deep and gloriously exciting 
cacophony from the exhausts, 
punctuated by pops and crackles 
when the driver lifts off the 
throttle. 

The test model had been kitted 
out with an astonishing amount 
of options, some of which make 
more sense than others. The 
AMG Performance package is 
great but expensive at around 
£6,500, while the paint from the 
special ‘designo’ catalogue costs 
£4,500. It’s lovely, but not that 
different from standard metallic 
to untrained eyes. 

In fact this car, which costs over 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total 
of £26,000 worth of extras, taking 
the final asking price 
comfortably into six figures. It’s 


really got to justify those kinds 
of numbers, so let's start with 
performance. 

If you have a disused airfield 
handy the performance is, well, 
epic. Even if the Tarmac is dry, 
in temperatures around freezing 
the rear wheels will spin if you 
push the throttle hard. 

Keep it pinned and you’ll get 
violent and relentless 
acceleration, right up to a point 
at Autobahn-only speeds where 
your fear reflexes overtake your 
willpower, or you hit the 155mph 
speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news 
for whoever wrote the cheque, 
because the build quality and 
standard of materials is 
outstanding. Almost infinitely 
adjustable heated and cooled 
leather seats are an optional 


extra well worth going for. As far 
as luxurious places to sit go, the 
CLS63 with its leather-trimmed 
dashboard and suede-covered 
pillars is up there with the 
finest. 

But amidst all this desperately 
desirable luxury, it’s still a 
practical Mercedes. The 
COMAND multi-media system is 
among the easiest and most 
enjoyable to use, even if the 
menu tabs do look a little dated. 
The ride is generally good, given 
the size of the wheels. It doesn’t 
like sharp bumps like sunken 
manhole covers, but at high 
speed its not inconsiderable 
weight is controlled really very 
well. Thankfully the brakes are 
also top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is 
as abundant as they could wish 


for this side of a long-wheelbase 
S-Class limousine. It’s a 
thoroughly comfortable 
environment to relax in while 
the lucky driver enjoys him or 
herself. The boot will swallow 
four people’s luggage greedily, 
whether it’s golf clubs or 
suitcases. 

With such a well-equipped car 
packed with options as this one 
is, any shortfalls are obvious. 

The standard stereo unit is good 
but it somehow lacks the punch 
to match the visual and 
accelerative impacts the car 
makes. Better to upgrade to the 
Harman Kardon system, which 
with a few tweaks among the 
settings offers top-drawer sound 
quality. 

Everything about the CLS63 
AMG is epic. From the way its 
huge presence and (optional) real 
carbon-fibre body detailing grab 
attention to the noise it makes, 
the gadgets it boasts and the 
sense of absolute quality it 
purveys, there are few more 
satisfying cars to own. No car of 
this size has any right to be this 
much fun while also being classy, 
prestigious and dignified. 

In summary, it’s like a meal at 
Gordon Ramsey’s restaurant at 
Claridges - very pricey with tear- 
jerkingly expensive add-ons. But 
after all is said and done and 
you’re digesting the experience, 
you could never say it was poor 
value.

NAT Fisher is confident 
Harlow’s 800m runner 
Andrew Osagie can make 
the British athletics team 
for the London Olympics 
this summer. 

The Harlow Athletics Club 
coach and highly-respected 
former England middle- 
distance runner coachedthe 
23-year-old during an 
important part of Osagie’s 
development at the Mark 
Hall Sportcentre-based 
club. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, has 
subsequently climbed the 
athletics ladder. He has gone 
on to represent England 
and Great Britain 
respectively at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Delhi, India in 2010 and the 
IAAF World 

Championships at Deagu in 
South Korea in August 
2011. 

Osagie, who has been 
mentored by former 
Olympic double gold 
medalist Kelly Holmes, also 
came fourth in the 800m 
final (1:48.50) at the 
European Indoor 
Championships at Paris in 
February 2011. 

Fisher, 75, of Elmwood, 
said: “I think he has got to 
be realistic. What he 
achieved last year, he has 
definitely got to improve on. 
He will get in the British 
team. 

“Getting into the realms of 
the Olympics he knows he 
has a hard job. He has got a

good coach in Craig Winrow 
[a former British Olympic 
800m runner].” 

Osagie has undoubted 
talent, but Fisher has also 
recognised the commitment 
the former has. “I coached 
him from about 15 or 16 to 
when he went to university. 


He’s one of those dream 
people you like to get in 
athletics. They are a joy to 
coach and watch,” he said. 
“Some runners, you know 
they are working hard to get 
anywhere. You look at 
Andrew Osagie, he is 
smooth as silk.”

“He must kick himself at 
times, when he is that 
l/100th of a second away 
from qualifying for a final.”
